It’s a mad 
phase through which we are pass- 
ing, and who knows but it may 
not be less serious in its after 
effects than some of the less 
spectacular phases through which 
we have come unscathed. 

Unfortunately, one must fit in 
to the pattern of the society in 
which one lives or else remove 
oneself from it. I do not mean 
to say that every man need be 
“darling” to you, or that you 
need get on kissing terms with, 
them, but. you must learn to for- 
bear reading meanings in these 
gestures and learn to accept: 
these people as they are, or do 
without their society.
